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Whitewater Canyon offers an in­ 
teresting trip; there is much to he 
seen from an automobile but vastly 
more if one will leave the car to ex­ 
plore the by-ways. Driving north 
on the highway from Palm Springs, 
the brown, slab-like metamorphic 
rocks of Mt. San Jacinto are no­ 
ticed; the buttes juft north of Chino 
Fan are remnants left a short dis­ 
tance from the main mountain slope; 
but turning into Whitewater Canyon 
there are no brown slab-like rocks, 
they arc different, so distinctly so, 
as to be noticeable even to the un- 
observing. 
A clear, distinct section of the 
eastern canyon wall reveals that 
the formation is made up of in­ 
numerable rocks, varying in size 
from small pebbles to huge boul­ 
ders. These are cemented in a 
solid mass called conglomerate. 
At one time, ages ago, the ocean 
extended into this district and the 
boulders from the mountains brought 
in by the streams and cloudbursts, 
accumulated on the ocean floor; the 
sand filled the spaces between and 
in time the boulders were consoli­ 
dated into a homogeneous forma­ 
tion. But how did it reach its pres­ 
ent elevation far above sea level? 
The sea did not cover it in its pres­ 
ent location, the formation or rather 
a section of it was raised by faulting 
when there were earth disturbances 
in that locality. 
An excellent view of the com­ 
position of this formation may 
be seen at the entrance to the 
east tunnel of the water porject. 
One of the workmen told us 
that the bore was nearly com­ 
pleted and that the character of 
the material it penetrates is the 
same to the present working lo­ 
cation. A visit to the tunnel is 
well worth the time. 


Whitewater Canyon is unique in 
that it offers a comparison within a 
very short distance of conglomerate, 
a sedimentary formation and volcanic 
breccia, a similar formation but of 
volcanic origin. An examination re­ 
veals that the conglomerate is com­ 
posed of rounded material while the 
breccia is composed of angular ma­ 
terial cemented together not by sand 
but by volcanic material of very fine 
texture. The steep cliffs in the 
Painted Hills district and on toward 
the mountain area are formed by the 
breccia. Climbing here is dangerous 
as the cementing material disinte­ 
grates so thoroughly that the rocks, 
apparently solidly embedded loosen 
with slight pressure. The many an­ 
gular rocks are mostly from the basal 
rocks through which the molten 
rock passed, picking up the fragrants 
and carrying them to the surface 
where they became firmly embedded 
in the volcanic outflow.

Lying between the two for­ 
mations mentioned are the 
Painted Hills, features eroded 
from igenous rock containing 
a high content of minerals con­ 
taining an abundance of iron 
that has become oxidized thus 
forming the reds and yellows 
giving the vivid coloring to the 
hills. 
We left the car, crossed White­ 
water river by jumping from boul­ 
der to boulder, hiked up a canyon 
that leads to a divide from which 
it is easy to climb to the surrounding 
hills. Far up the canyon were faint 
signs of a rough trail that had al 
most been obliterated by recent 
rains. We followed this to a saddle 
between two hills, rested, then hiked 
a short distance down the opposite 
canyon where we found two tunnels 
driven into the hillside. It is not my 
intention to comment on the mineral 
possibilities of this district but each 
time I come upon one of these pros­ 
pect holes there is a regret that the 
prospector is gone. Prospectors are 
interesting fellows, they know the 
country well, having traveled it on 
foot, the only way it is possible to 
clearly see it. 
What tales some of them can 
tell and while the proverbial 
grain of salt is quite often of no 
use whatever, nothing less than 
a ton will help, there is usually 
some facts underlying the story 
that often leads to useful and 
interesting geologic discoveries.

SUGGEST COUNTY CONTROL 


BEFORE INCORPORATION 


The Chamber of Commerce will not take 
steps toward incorporating Palm Springs as a city 
of the sixth class, if the community can receive 
the advantages of an incorporated city under 
state laws and county ordinances by remaining a 
village. This was the opinion of the board of di­ 
rectors of the Chamber at their meeting Tuesday 
evening in the school library. 
President Walter J. Martin presided at the 
meeting, and he called on those present for their 
opinions in the matter. The concensus of opin­ 
ion seemed to be that Palm Springs should not 
lose its charm as a village by plunging headlong 
into the constant political turmoil and expense of 
an incorporated city, if the village can be ade­ 
quately regulated by the county board of super­ 
visors.District Attorney Earl Redwine will be asked 
how the village may receive protection as to zon­ 
ing, building restrictions, and sanitation, through 
the county board of supervisors. If necessary, 
the Chamber may employ special counsel to make 
a thorough investigation. 
Ample police and fire protection are now 
had under the local police and fire commissions, 
who maintain a good police force and fire depart­ 
ment with local taxes of 97 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation. Incorporation would have no 
effect upon the school districts. 
It was stated that under regional or spot zon­ 
ing ordinances and the Pacific coast building act 
property owners can be protected from the en­ 
croachment of undesirable types of buildings near 
their premises. Under such county regulations, 
single dwellings, apartment houses, business 
establishments, industrial plants, etc., can be re­ 
stricted to certain zones, it is believed. 
T h C S t a t e a íu i OOUU¿> Jl«.ttltii « u tL o r itio e Jia v « 
the power to safeguard the health of the village, 
and can order changes and improvements in the 
methods of sanitation to accomplish this end. 
Secretary F. V. Shannon read the report of 
the committee on incorporation, submitted by 
Chairman Robert L. Edwards. The committee 
consisted of five attorneys: Mr. Edwards, Warren 
Pinney, John Munholland, Horace Cook, and 
Thomas Lipps. Following is the report in full: 
METHOD OF INCORPORATION 
Under the Municipal Incorporation Dill providing for incor­ 
poration of cities of the sixth class, as said act was amended in 1933, 
it is provided that any unincorporated area having more than five 
hundred inhabitants may incorporate by presenting a petition to 
the board of supervisors of the county in which such area is located, 
signed by at least twenty-five per cent of the holders of title, or 
evidence of title, to the lands situate within the limits of the pro­ 
posed area to be incorporated; which includes both subdivided and 
densely populated area, and farming and industrial areas, repre­ 
senting twenty-five per cent of the value of the land included in 
said limits, as the value thereof is shown on the last equalized as­ 
sessment roll of the county. 
The petition must of course set forth the boundaries of the 
proposed area to be incorporated, together with other minor details. 
The petition is presented to the board of supervisors who act 
in connection therewith, and if same is approved after certain pub­ 
lications of notice, an election is held for the purpose of deciding 
whether or not the area shall be incorporated. It is necessary that 
a majority vote in favor of the incorporation. 
CITY OFFICIALS 
The officials of a city of the sixth class are as follows: 
1. A city council composed of five members. 
A city clerk. 
A city treasurer. 
A chief of police. 
A city judge. 
Any assistants to the above-mentioned officials, and their 
miscellaneous subordinate officials as may be appointed by the 
council. 
The compensation of all officials, excepting the council which 
receives no compensation, is determined by the council. 
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POWERS OF THE COUNCIL 
The city council or trustees have the following powers: 
1. To pass ordinances not in conflict with the constitution or 
laws of the state or of the United States. 
2. To acquire property for various municipal purposes. 
3. To establish, lay out, equip, and maintain streets, parks, 
bridges and other municipal projects. 
4. To construct, establish and maintain drains and sewers. 
5. To provide for the necessary fire protection and the ap­ 
paratus therefor. 
6. To impose a poll tax and also a dog tax. 
7. To collect a property tax which shall not exceed $ 1.00 for 
each hundred dollars of assessed valuation, excepting by the assent 
of two-thirds of the qualified voters. 
8. To license various business and collect a tax therefor. 
9. To impose fines, etc., for violation of ordinances. 
10. To cause persons imprisoned for violation of any ordin­ 
ance to labor on the streets or other public property. 
11. To regulate the construction, maintenance, etc., of build­ 
ings.

12. To regulate the exhibition and posting of signs and ad­ 
vertisements of all kinds upon the streets or buildings, fences, bill­ 
boards and other structures. 
13. To compel the owners to remove the rubbish, weeds, 
etc., from their properties. 
14. To spend a sum not exceeding five per cent of the prop-

AREA TO BE INCLUDED IN CORPORATION 
Your committee recommends that the following territory be 
included in the incorporation, to-wit: 
All of sections 3, 11,23, and 25; and all of the east one-half of 
sections 10 15 and 27. In connection with sections 3 and 25, your 
committee ieels that inasmuch as they are located on the entrance 
to Palm Springs from the north and south respectively, the city 
should have jurisdiction thereover. Furthermore, these areas being 
contiguous to Palm Springs as it now exists, and receiving a great 
many oi *e benefits by reason thereof, should properly bear their 
proportioij of the administration of the city.

This 
would £f eliminated from the county tax bills in the event of in- 
corporawm. We would also receive some minor reductions of the 
county axes under incorporation, but in lieu thereof we would nec­ 
essarily have to take care of the majority of our own roads, the 
salariesftf municipal officers, and others municipal expenses. 
A.fuming that the assessed valuation of the property in the 
incorpcffatcd area is approximately one and one-half million dollars, 
a tax rfic of a dollar per hundred would realize the sum of $15,000 
fum. To this could be added the sums collected for license 
violation of ordinances, and certain other smail revenue 
to cities. 
crc is no doubt but that incorporation would probably mean 
some fccrease in taxation, but it would not be as large as is ordin­ 
arily Issumed, owing to the fact that at the present time we are 
maintaining the police and fire departments at a cost of 97c per 
hundid, which departments would necessarily have to he taken 
carc <jf out of the dollar per hundred tax rate under incorporation. 
GET CONSENT OF PROPERTY OWNERS 
Fe recommend that before any actual steps arc taken in con­ 
. vith the incorporation, a written consent of the principal 
ty owners who will be involved be obtained, or it be deter- 
[ that they are not in favor of incorporation. For that purpose, 
submitting herewith a proposed form of such consent. The 
for obtaining this consent is apparent in that it is much 
h ctti to find out the attitude of the property owners before incur­ 
rió gfiie obligations and costs of incoijioration. 
)wing to the great many details involved in incorporation, and 
ularly with reference to the legal technicalities which will 
in our particular case by reason of the Indian lands and ter- 
we recommend that in the event it is determined to pro- 
cec< with the incorporation of the village that competent counsel 
be in ployed for the purpose of preparing all documents and pro- 


cee ings in connection with this matter.

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MAKING AMERICA OVER 
Many Americans will be inclined to dismiss 
as an idle dream the proposals of the national re­ 
sources board just made public. 
They will view with an alarm bordering on 
the panic the suggestion that a t least $10,000,000,­ 
000 be provided for a public works program to be 
carried out the next six years. Theyrwill regard 
with some contempt as entirely too I theoretical 
other suggestions for a long range plan to con­ 
serve and develop our natural resources in land, 
water and minerals. They will regard the entire 
proposition as too visionary to be worth serious 
consideration. 
Yet if we applied to our general public econ­ 
omy the planning and thought which we expend 
upon our private affairs, the report would receive 
the most serious consideration. What it does after 
all is to invite us to consider the present economic 
state of the nation and start now to work out a 
program for its future development. 
For generations we have gone ahead with the 
best grabber taking all, and with little or no re­ 
gard as to our goal or the cost of such exploita­ 
tion. 
As a result we have farmers on land not 
worth farming, miners living in shacks alongside 
barely productive mines; mill and factory workers 
living in hotels in congested cities; cities them­ 
selves crowded in the wrong places and too wide 
open in others; vast areas the prey of too much 
or too little water with consequent floods and 
drough; railroads and other transportation agen­ 
cies providing too much service in certain places 
and not enough in others. The nation has just 
“grew up” like Topsy. 
The n a tio n a l resources, board does n c ^ a t- 
tempt to do more than indicate the possibilities of 
an intelligently planned program for correcting 
these things. 
It suggests immediately a public 
works program which Secretary Frances 
Per­ 
kins describes as capable of taking care of all our 
unemployed. 
It would cost $10,000,000 to begin 
with. The board would take 75,000,000 acres of 
less productive land out of farming. 
It 
would 
“broaden” the farm subsistence 
program 
and 
“decentrafze” industry. 
It would make studies 
of seventeen watersheds to determine w hat can 
be done to control water so as to prevent floods, 
develop power and retain moisture, it would look 
into minerals with the purpose of minimizing their 
waste, “maintaining reasonable wage standards 
and protect investments.” 
If we ever become civilized enough to be will­ 
ing to spend billions on constructive purposes in­ 
stead of war, here is a program which should ap­ 
peal. 
Offhand, it seems like throwing away bil­ 
lions “just to make jobs.” Actually it is an in­ 
vestment in the future development of our natural 
resources and wealth and in the promotion of 
the welfare of our own people. 
Some cities have undertaken city planning. 
Some regions have undertaken “regionil” plan­ 
ning. Some progress has been made, though we 
are still quite modest and hesitant when t comes 
to asserting the public interest as against the pri­ 
vate property “rights” which would be dsturbed 
if we went ahead logically. We have nev*r, how­ 
ever, attem pted any national planning sich as 
proposed by Secretary Ickes’ board. 
Yet it offers one way of putting our jobless 
to work—putting our house in order—and making 
this nation a better place to ev ery b o d y , lot just 
a few.—St. Paul Daily News.

Spokesmen for the mining industry fc-ecast 
that 1935 will witness a substantial upturnin the 
production of all metals, base and precious 
If that happens, it will be a “Happy New 
Year” indeed for the people of half a dozem tates 
and, indirectly, for the entire country. Tim jobs, 
payrolls and purchasing power that minin; pro­ 
vides in normal times, are vitally needed—uvival 
of the industry would take up much of theslack 
th at has resulted from depression. 
Furtherm ore, the m aintenance of a progres­ 
sive, prosperous mining industry is essental to 
any great power, both in times of peace and imes 
of war. 
New Ufe in the mines would be Oe of 
the best auguries for the future we could ha-e. 


ECONOMIC HIGHLIGHTS 
During 1934 retail business was substantially 
better than in 1933, according to leading commen­ 
tators. 
Most surveys plays the improvement at 
20 to 25 per cent. 
However, industry showed little or no im­ 
provement. 
The explanation of that seeming anomaly is 
that departm ent store cash registers tinkled 
oftener than at any time since the beginning of 
depression. 
But basic industries, such as steel, 
lumber and mining, found purchasers for 
their 
products few and far between. 
People bought 
perishables—shoes, food, fuel, clothes—but they 
did not buy cement, shingles and similar non-per­ 
ishable goods. 
Increased retail trade was 
un­ 
doubtedly due largely to heavy government re­ 
lief expenditures. 
The disparity between retail business and 
industry was especially marked during the Christ­ 
mas buying season. Heavy employing industries 
were at an extremely low level—while stores were 
jammed with purchasers who bought not 
only 
necessities and staple goods, but more 
luxury 
items than in several years. 
The burning question now is: When will in­ 
dustry come back and give regular employment? 
And here’s a case where the com m entators are 
a long way from seeing eye to eye. For example, 
a short time ago, General Charles Gates Dawes, 
ex-vice-president, ex-ambasador to Great Britain, 
and ex-chairman of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, spoke before the Chicago Associa­ 
tion of Commerce. Armed with an imposing a r­ 
ray of charts and graphs, Mr. Dawes observed 
that during any depression, 
the 
demand 
for 
durable goods rises last—but rises fastest once 
it starts. 
Then he made the unequivocal fore­ 
cast that June or July of the present year will 
mark the commencement of a period of full busi­ 
ness prosperity. Basis for this forecast was the 
experience of past depressions, notably those of 
1873 and 1893. In each case, according to Mr. 
Dawes, demand for heavy goods appeared precise­ 
ly five years and six months following the stock 
m arket collapse. 
Not so sanguine, however, is one of the coun­ 
try’s most famedj business progntosticators, Col­ 
onel Leonard P. Ayres, vice-president and econ­ 
omist of the Cleveland Trust Company. Mr. Ayres 
can see no recovery in sight—said th at our eco­ 
nomic machine was comparable to a stalled auto­ 
mobile with a dead starter. We have, he observ­ 
ed, been making the machine go by pushing (great 
public expenditures) for more than a year wtihout 
any indication that it will soon become self-pro­ 
pelling. 
One concrete sign that the break 
in 
the 
clouds for heavy industry may be not far off came 
from Federal Housing Administrator Jam es 
A. 
Moffett. He announced that his remodeling drive 
had rolled up a total of $145,000,000 worth of dur­ 
able goods business in three months, was creat­ 
ing industrial activity valued at more than $2,­ 
000,000 per day. 
Thus, you can find about whatever you w ant 
to find in the way of business forecasts. But the 
best forecasts have gone awry in an 
uncanny 
m anner during the present depression. One thing 
is sure—conservative or radical action of the Con­ 
gress will have a strong effect, either favorable 
or unfavorable, on the 
business 
future. 
Most 
qualified lookers-on believe that Mr. Roosevelt 
wanto legislation to be comparatively conserva-* 
tive, but the question is, can he control the more 
radical members of his party? 


GOVERNMENT CONTROL OF CRIME 
When it comes to crime, the United States 
has the unenviable distinction of leading the world 
by a wide margin. Each year crime accounts for 
the death of ten people out of each 100,000 of our 
population—the next country, Greece, is a poor 
second, with five. In England, but one out of each 
100,000 dies because of criminal 
undertakings. 
The greatest fight on crime ever attem pted 
in this nation is now being carried on by the Fed­ 
eral government—and th at is one of the new Fed­ 
eral activities, perhaps the only one, which m eets 
with unqualified support of all the people. So far, 
the government has been extremely successful. 
Its agents have eliminated a number of under­ 
world kings—have frightened others into hiding. 
It is pleasant to be able to report th at all the 
signs point to major crime being “on the run” in 
this country. 


Watch for the most gorgeous display of des­ 
ert flowers this spring. The rains have come a t 
right intervals to bring forth a most luxurious 
growth, and as soon as warm er w eather begins 
the desert will be a vast carpet of variegated col­ 
ors.

STATE FINANCES 
Plans for a statewide conference to discuss 
taxes, finances and other legislative 
problems 
went by the boards so far as a pre-legislature ses­ 
sion was concerned, but Gov. Frank F. Merriam 
is continuing to think about the idea and may call 
a meeting during the first month of the legisla­ 
ture. 
Purpose of the talked-about session was to 
obtain a broad view of the public’s reaction 
to 
financial and other problems which the legislature 
might solve. 
Considerable opinion already has 
been obtained, however, through the medium of 
perm itting thoughts to be publicized. 
So quick was the reaction to the idea of de­ 
laying return of utility to county tax rolls that 
some proponents of the plan dropped it. Others 
are remaining silent, awaiting an official opinion 
from the administration, or action by the legisla­ 
ture. 
The adm inistration will make no attem pt to 
include the present $30,000,000 deficit in the 1935­ 
37 budget. The deficit accumulated over a period 
of four years, and probably will be retired gradual­ 
ly, through issuance of bonds or registered w ar­ 
rants. Or increased income to make up the nec­ 
essary amount. 
Without considering this item or possible un­ 
employment aid demands, however, there still re­ 
mains $100,000,000 in new revenue which the leg­ 
islature m ust raise. 
Merriam has given no indication of his bud­ 
get plans, but has said he aims to have a bal­ 
anced budget. 
In other words, his budget mes­ 
sage probably will include recommendations for 
raising the necesasry $100,000,000, and there will 
be no suggestion of an ad valorem tax, if he can 
avoid it. 
Since the administration also may steer clear 
of the proposal to delay return of utility property 
to the counties, there was considerable wonder­ 
ing on the questions: 
“W hat will the revenue 
recommendations include?” 
Either utility taxes or an al valorem would 
“but it may be necessary for me to step in to pro­ 
required amount. 
But if neither is accepted as 
part of the program, several other revenue sources 
m ust be tapped to make up 'that amount. 
Communities of the San Francisco bay area 
m u st g e t together on some plan for operating 
electric interurban services across the San FTan- 
cisco-Oakland bay bridge, or they may find them ­ 
selves forced to continue using ferry boats unless 
they prefer automobiles to use in their commu­ 
tation trips. 
The state is not particularly interested in the 
railroad transportation angle. 
It can complete 
the vehicular section of the bridge for some $50,­ 
000,000 and amortize the loan by charging an av­ 
erage toll of 50 cents a car. 
Addition of tracks 
and electric line service would cost $10,000,000, 
with some question as to whether a low toll rate 
could be charged. 
“It primarily is a m atter to be decided by the 
people most affected,” said Governor Merriam, 
“but it may be necessary for me to ste pin to pro­ 
tect the interests of the state.” 
He suggested that city attorneys of the bay 
area agree upon a program and said if they got 
together on a plan, he would accept it. Everyone 
adm itted there was little possibility of all the com­ 
munities agreeing on any one plan, however. 
“If they cannot agree,” said Earl Lee Kelly, 
“I’m in favor of forgetting about the electric line 
service and going ahead wtih completion of the 
vehicular span.” 
He added, however, that the toll bridge au­ 
thority may seek legislative power to build and 
operate a state train service on the bridge. 
Appointments and similar departm ental m at­ 
ters have received little attention from the gover­ 
nor lately. He has concentrated on his legislative 
plans, his inaugural address and preparation of 
his budget. He had several commission vacancies 
to consider, but said most of them would be forced 
to wait until after the rush of legislative opening. 
The capitol grounds were cleared of parked 
cars for the benefit of legislators. 
Only depart­ 
m ent heads and deputies were permitted to use 
the driveways for parking. Clerks, assistants and 
stenographers had to seek elsewhere, and a great 
wail arose. 


“ALL W ET’ 
The state of California is “all wet,” and so 
were the prophets who predicted that the present 
w inter would be “dry.” The tables have turned. 
The cycle of drought has come to an end. 
California today, is beautiful in its coat 
of 
green. 
Once again the desert shall blossom as 
the rose. 
Grain crops scarcely have a chance to fail. 
Next May the hum of the harvester will be heard 
throughout the land. 
It’s going to be a great year for California.

T he predicted deficit 
would 
be 
$4,033,492,460 in excess of the actual 
deficit at the end of the last fiscal 
year on June 30, 1934. 


Operating Losses 
The secretary foresaw a continu­ 
ance of heavy operating losses due 
to em ergency expenditures. 
He esti­ 
m ated that th e treasury would 
go 
farth er Into debt during the fiscal year 
1936 when expenditures would am ount 
to $8,520,413,609, offset in part by re­ 
ceipts of $3.991,904,639 resulting in a 
deficit of $4,528,508,970 and sw elling 
the gross public debt to $34,238,823,­ 
656. 
A sharp paring-down In emergency 
expenditure item s in 1936 w as fore­ 
cast, but an expected outlay of $3,900,­ 
000,000 for "relief of unem ploym ent” 
would bring th e total of such expendi­ 
tures to $4,122,011,475 or only half 
a billion less than expected in the 
present fiscal period. 


Sounds Cheering Note 
T he secretary found a cheering pos­

Some of the American journals have xpress- 
ed concern over the newly inaugurated “Socialis­ 
tic Education” in Mexico. 
I suspect that the American writers kre giv­ 
ing a different meaning to the word “Socialist” 
than was intended by the Mexican educators. To 
the American mind, Socialism implies joijtt own­ 
ership and management of wealth and tie tools 
of production. Our concept is economic and poli­ 
tical. 
The Mexicans—or at least those who have 
formulated the new educational policy—give the 
word a cultural interpretation which is quite ac­ 
curately expressed in the following 
paragraph 
from a bulletin issued by the Mexican Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs: 
“The Socialistic school aspires to enrich the 
intelligence and the sentiments of man by bring­ 
ing to him the whole of the scientific and aesthetic 
treasures accumulated by humanity. It does not 
on that account ignore the importance of higher 
culture in all its phases and all its degrees, as it 
looks upon this as a means for the reclamation 
and control of Nature, and for a scientific and 
well-thought-out understanding of the processes 
of the Universe of Life; at the same time it con­ 
siders it a factor making for the progress of the 
community. 
Consequently, it will be an active 
center for the fight against fanaticism, vice and 
those systems of exploitation that keep people 
sung in ignorance and misery. 
This means that 
the new school will be aggressively against and 
critical of all tho£e means of material and spirit­ 
ual slavery that entail degeneracy and annihila­ 
tion of human dignity.” 
If I understand that paragraph correctly, and 
if the Mexican educators will demonstrate that a 
practical school course can be evolved from such 
a concept, then I am in favor of borrowing the 
idea for our American schools. Whether ape not 
the term “Socialistic” is applied to it really does 
not make a particle of difference. 


NEW IDYLLWILD ROAD 


PLANS AREJSCLOSED 


After much delay and uncertainty, 
the new Banning-Idyllwlld road is soon 
to get its start in a constructive way. 
The new highway ascending 
the 
north slope of the San Jacinto moun­ 
tains will be seven miles shorter than 
the old, winding route it will displace, 
it is shown in a map of the survey 
made public by County Engineer A. 
C. Fulmor. 
The distance will be reduced from 
32 to 25 miles. 
Practically all the field work and 
some of the routine office work in con­ 
nection with the survey has been com­ 
pleted by surveyors working under Mr. 
Fulmor’s direction. 
The board of supervisors has 
re­ 
quested SERA labor be assigned to the 
reconstruction of the road and 
the 
project has been approved 
by 
the 
county emergency relief committee. It 
now is awaiting action by the state re­ 
lief committee. 
The new map prepared by the coun­ 
ty engineer shows that the new road 
will take off from the southern end of 
San Gorgonio avenue and swing to the 
east at the same point that the old 
road turns to the right. 
Thence the 
new right-of-way winds up the side of 
the mountain on an easy grade. 
An outstanding feature of the sur­ 
vey is the fact that the new route 
deviates only a short distance at any 
point from a direct line between Ban­ 
ning 
and Idyilwild. 
The old road 
swung far to the west to ascend the 
mountain slope. 
The old and the new rights-of-way 
meet about two miles north of Vista 
Grande, at the summit of the ridge. 
Much of the land traversed by the 
new road between Banning and the 
point it meets the old roads is owned 
by the Mission Indians. 
Thence to Idyilwild the new road 
will follow the general course of the 
old route except that many of the [ 
sharp curves will be eliminated and 
short-cuts will be taken to avoid wind­ 
ing sections of the existing highway, 


j The road will pass by the Hall Camp 
and the Fuller Creek public camp, 
and within a short distance of other 
camp grounds in the section north of 
Idyilwild. 
The route also passes through Pine 
Cove, small settlement located about 
two miles northwest of Idyilwild.

COUNTING BABIES 


Uncle Sain is going to count the 
noses of every baby in the sta te of 
California who has been born during 
the year 1934, 
Announcement has just been made 
of a statew ide “Register Your Baby” 
cam paign through the cooperation of 
the Federal Bureau of the Census, the 
California Emergency Relief Adminis­ 
tration and the S tate D epartm ent of 
Public Health. 
In a few days each family in Cali­ 
fornia will receive a card from the 
Bureau of the Census asking parents 
to fill in certain information regarding 
babies born in 1934. 
These cards are to be dropped back 
Into the mails, postage free. 
They 
then go to the Bureau of th e Census 
in W ashington and are forw arded to 
Sacram ento where they will be check­ 
ed against the baby registration rec­ 
ords of the State D epartm ent of Public 
Health. 
If any baby is found not to be regis­ 
tered, steps will be taken im m ediately 
to obtain proper registration and thus 
give baby his "first citizenship pa­ 
pers." 
P arents are urged to fill in and 
m ail th e cards even if they know the 
baby has been registered. 
It is only 
by getting back as nearly 100 percent 
of the cards as possible th at th e effi­ 
ciency of the sta te ’s baby registration 
system can be checked accurately by 
the experts from the Bureau of Cen­ 
sus. 
Governm ent bulletins explain that 
baby should be registered for his own 
future welfare. 
They are: 
To prove legal age: 
For 
inheri­ 
tance 
of 
property, 
for 
claim s 
of 
widows and orphans, for settlem ent 
of insurance, for settlem ent o f pen­ 
sions, for right to serve on a jury, 
for entering m ilitary service, for en­ 


trance to school, for right to vote, for 
right to m arry, for legal dependency, 
for irresponsibility of children, for 
em ploym ent in industry. 
To prove American citizenship: For 
passports, for exemption of m ilitary 
duty in foreign countries, for crim inal 
courts in foreign countries, for imm i­ 
gration, for right to hold certain of­ 
fices, for right to admission to certain 
professions, for collecting com pensa­ 
tion from the government.

A battle of m ajor proportions over 
so cial legislation and policies of un­ 
em ploym ent relief thunders on the 
horizon a t the fifty-first sesison of 
th e legislature. 
T he clash of opinions 
threatens 
o v e r the form In which such legisla­ 
tion should be drafted and not the 
meed for it, a survey of som e 40 leg­ 
islato rs disclosed. 
Suggestions for old age pensions 
ranged from a paym ent of 925 a month 
t o all needy over 65 years to a pro­ 
posal for spending 91,000,000 a month 
o f 300,000 aged. 
S enator George M. Biggar, Covelo, 
aaid: 
‘‘No one s ta te can do anything 
•effective. 
T he fam ed Tow nsend plan was de­ 
nounced by mare than h alf of those 
w ho m ade replies and only three ap­ 
proved it. Most all who turned against 
i t favored some “substitute." 
A proposal th at a state income tax 
o f 20 percent of th e federal rate be 
levied to pay the cost of a pension 
system w as argued by S enator Ralph 
E. Swing, veteran San B eruardino leg­ 
islator. 
He declared the aged were 
“ largely responsible” for conditions 
w h ich m ade w ealth possible and that 
“those who have acquired such wealth 
an d are enjoying such incom e should 
The taxed to create th e fund necessary 
¿or providing pensions for those to 
whom they are so indebted." 
F rank J. W aters, Los Angeles as­ 
sem blym an, proposed a pension of 
$50 a m onth w ith federal contribu­ 
tions, w hich Senator John B. McColl, 
Redding, suggested 925 a m onth for 
a ll needy over 65. 
From an A ltadena 
assem blym an, 
F ra n k O. M artin, cam e this: 
"I believe this sta te and all states 
should collaborate with th e federal 
governm ent to work out a nation-wide 
old-age pension system . 
Until such a plan is worked out, I 
fav o r am ending th e existing old age 
secu rity a ct to provide a minimum 
paym ent of 930 a m onth and a maxi­ 
m um of 950 a m onth, based upon the 
condition of the pensioner, the pen­ 
sion to be paid in equal am ounts by 
th e state and counties.” 
T here w as less disagreem ent upon 
unem ploym ent insurance, favored by 
m ost. 
A typical answ er: 
“I believe that it is a social benefit 
th a t m ust be considered. 
I do not be­ 
lieve th at anything of im portance will 
lie done this session. 
It will be very 
em b arrassin g to th e state w hich tries 
to pioneer the field. 
“There should be som e sta te uni­ 
form ity In the m a tter and I believe 
th e federal governm ent will tak e some 
Initial action. 
E lm er Lore, Epic-endorsed assem ­ 
blym an from N orth Hollywood, was 
a fra id the expense would be “prohibi­ 
tive.” 
T here w as general agreem ent 
in 
fav o r of a 30-hour w eek but few sug­ 
gestions w ere m ade for developm ent 
o f it. 
T hose who spoke viewed it as 
a national problem. 
G eneral favor appeared tow ard 
a 
s ta te system of public w orks, which 
one legislator thought would cost 950,- 
4)00,0000. A nother said the cost would 
be too great. 
E stim ates ranging from 30 to 120 
m illion dollars w ere m ade upon the 
financial needs for unem ploym ent re­ 
lief. 
Assemblym an M artin said: 
“I believe California will need an 
average from 94,000,000 to 95,000,000 
p e r m onth In the n ext biennium , in­ 
cluding allocations from th e 
federal 
g o vernm ent.” 
C. C. C ottrell, veteran San Jose as­ 
sem blym an, put the figure a t 9100,- 
*000,000. T he im port o f m any answ ers 
w as typified by this rem ark: 
“ You tell m e.” 
Opinions seemed equally divided on 
■whether the state should support un­ 
em ploym ent relief through bond is­ 
sues or taxes. 
T he feasibility of 
self-help 
coop­ 
erativ es as a m ajor form of relief, was 
supported m ore or less strongly, and 
th e re was general com m ent in favor 
o f continuing the abolition against de­ 
ficiency judgm ents o n tru st 
deeds 
m ortgages an d liens on property.

In justice not only to myself, but 
to you, the voters and property ow n­ 
ers of the fifth supervisorial district, 
I deem it proper at th is tim e to re­ 
veal to you th e exact conditions af­ 
fecting us th at I find upon assum ing 
the office of your supervisor, in order 
th a t full responsibility therefor shall 
be placed where it properly belongs. 
Fully bearing out the boasts and 
predictions m ade by som e of my poli­ 
tical opponents that in case of my 
election I would take office and find 
no funds rem aining w ith which 
to 
serve my district, I find th at the road 
funds allotted to this district 
have 
been practically entirely spent, and 
th at from now until next July out of 
an appropriation of 953,000 
turned 
over to my predecessor last July for 
a full year’s road service in this dis­ 
tric t only 9967.34 rem ains as of Dec. 
17, 1934, which I find wilt be required 
to pay outstanding w arrants, leaving 
me no funds for the next six m onths 
to c a rry on the road work. 
H ere is the story. 
Read it and 
draw your own conclusions. 
I shall 
first give you th e 1934 figures, and 
then com pare them w ith the figures 
of th e preceding year, which, bear in 
m ind, was not election year. 
In July, 1934, Mr. Shaver was al­ 
lotted 953,000 for road work in the 
fifth district. 
In July and 
August, 
two m onths, he expended 915,564.66, 
so th a t a t the tim e the prim ary elec­ 
tion results w ere known, or, to be 
exact. Sept. 1, th ere rem ains at Mr. 
S haver’S disposal Just 937,535.34. 
B ut Mr. Shaver had no t begun to 
spend, for his friends had assured 
him th a t he would be re-elected a t the 
prim aries. Now th e final election day 
was ahead, and in Septem ber, October 
and November, in spreading road work 
of m ore o r less questionable perma- 
net value all o v er his 
district, 
in 
places w here the cries of neglect had 
long rung the loudest, th e am azing 
sum of 931,447.16 was spent, leaving 
a balance as of Dec. 1, o r 96,088.18. 
But in December Mr. Shaver, although 
he knew th at he had but

Supervisor Stanfield of the first dis­ 
trict kindly loaned 91500 out of his 
funds to keep the SERA m en a t w ork 
in th e fifth d istrict. 
And this extra 
expenditure of 91500 does not appear 
in th e figures I first gave. 
Supervisor 
Ralph Stanfield deserves the thanks 
of th e people for his kindness. 
Now, how did M r. Shaver spend his 
allotm ent in 1933, a year in which he 
was not concerned in getting votes? 
In July, 1933, h e was allotted 953,­ 
750.71, and at th e end of six m onths, 
(Jan. 1, 1934, for th e last half of his 
fiscal year) he had on hand a bal­ 
ance of 921,395.41, nearly one-half of 
hi3 appropriation, as com pared w ith 
the palty 9967.34 rem aining Dec. 17, 
1934. 
W h eth er full value for the 952,- 
032.fe6 spent for th e road work during 
the first half of tliis fiscal year has 
been of perm anent benefit is for th e 
residents of this district to judg.e 
I do not subm it this report in a 
spirit of vindicativeness, but to give 
every property ow ner a clear under­ 
standing of the situation. 
I know th a t 
much road relief is needed badly, but 
my hands are tied until I receive my 
appropriation next July. I regret th at 
this situation will mean th e loss of 
work by the road w orkers of this dis­ 
trict. 
H ow ever, in th e next fiscal y ear 
property owners m ay be assured of 
an im partial consideration of th eir 
road needs regardless of locality o r 
politics.

The New Year, which brings w ith 
it a new Congress, naturally focuses 
attention upon the NRA. 
One of the 
m ajor tasks confronting the National 
Legislature Is to determ ine the new 
and perm anent form of the Recovery 
Adm inistration, for realization now 
is general th at the NRA has come 
to stay. 
Industry w ants it. 
Labor 
wants it. 
The public w ants it. 
The New Deal cam e into being in 
the sum m er of 1933. 
The National 
Industrial Recovery A ct was approved 
by President Roosevelt on June 16, 
1933, to run no longer th an two years, 
and from then on NRA becam e the 
supporting arch of a new economic 
structure. W ith rapidly accum ulating 
evidence that it has worked has come 
a proportionate decrease in the clam or 
against it. 
Specious talk about "re­ 
gim entation’ ’and "G overnm ent in ter­ 
ference with business" has virtually 
reached the vanishing point as intelli­ 
gent leaders of business look to the 
future realistically—and with confi­ 
dence. 
The present then, would seem to be 
a fitting tim e to take an inventory of 
the achievem ents of NRA. W hat have 
the results been? W hat Joes the rec­ 
ord disclose? It would seem as though 
all im partial judges would accept the 
chronicle of facts revealed in statis­ 
tics compiled scientifically in the De­ 
partm ent of Commerce. 


A review of the first nine months of 
1934, as compared with the first nine 
m onths of 1933 shows autom obile pro­ 
duction has increased 46 percent; ce­ 
ment production 22 percent; iron and 
steel production 19 percent; factory 
reemployment 19 percent: factory pay 
rolls 36 percent; retail sales in de­

In this period, industrial consump­ 
tion of electrical energy has increased 
22 percent; freight car loadings nine 
percent; and hotel rooms occupied 13 
percent. 
Exports in foreign

have increased 44 percent, and im­ 
ports 19 percent. 
Stock prices, based 
on an average of 421 leading com­ 
panies, have increased 20 percent, and 
bond prices, based on 60 representa­ 
tive issues, have improved 14 percent.

cent decrease; boots and shoes

Along with the im provem ents cited 
have come rem arkable advances in 
business and corporation profits as 
exemplified by the earnings of 561 
companies showing an increase of 275 
percent in profits for the first six 
months of 1934, as com pared with the 
first six m onths of 1933.

D uring the past travel year Novem 
ber 1, 1933, to October 31, 1934, In­ 
clusive, C alifornia’s tourist business 
totaled $148,229,361 in expenditures by 
1,103,994 out-of-state visitors, accord­ 
ing to officials ligures compiled and 
announced by the All-Year Club.
